.secured a show privilege of the 
fair managers and set up his 
black tent giving continuous ex- 
hibitions during the four days of 
the fair, and highly entertain- 
ing his many patrons, 
seating 


capacity always filled. The show, 
and the kind of show was a no- 
velty here then, as it was 
in 


most places, and delighted those 
who saw it . The Train Robbery 
had a great run throughout the 
country. It was crude in its make 
up as the art had not advanced 
as it is today, and many faults 
were observed, but it went over 
all the same. Since then many 
films have been shown here in 
the show houses, but none excit- 
ed the interest as that one of 
long ago in McAllister's black 
tent on the fair grounds."

ed dishes in endless profusion. 
Consequently the nation has be- 
come more healthy. There still is 
room for improvement, however, 
and the prevalence of overeating 
has led the Gorgas Memorial 
Foundation to issue a special 
bulletin on the subject. 


"From the earliest of times" it 


says, -man has believed that an 
abundance, of food caused 
in- 


creasing vigor. This is one of 
those comfortable doctrines that 
justify the unrestrained gratifi- 
cation of the 
.appetite as a 


means of 
strengthening 
the 


body. Closely associated with this 
idea is the widespread conviction 
that eating meat strengthens the 
muscles and that the hardwork- 
ing man needs much^meat. With 
the 
progressive 
increase of 


wealth in the United States more 
and more of its people have been 
financially able to adopt a habit 
that has produced an over-fed 
nation." 


Recent studies have produced 


added proof that an excess of 
food does not improve health, 
but, on the 
contrary, is the 


cause of many serious illnesses. 
Too much food builds fat and 
obesity not only hinders the free 
movements of the body but also 
contributes to many organic dis- 
orders. Unbalanced diets, too, 
breed disease and it is well 
known that too much animal 
food, such as meat, eggs, and 
fish, contributes largely to dis- 
eases of the liver and kidneys 
and apoplexy in the prime of 
life.

America's 
soft 
coal 
miners, 


working full time, could dig en- 
ough in 100 days to supply 
all 


the demands for this fuel in 365 
days, leaves room for doubt as to 
what ails the coal mining indus- 
try and brings on the destitute 
conditions in the coal fields of 
southern Indiana, Pennsylvania 
and West Virginia. 


A senate investigating com- 


mittee has been recommended 
after visiting the coal fields 
nearest Washington, that uneco- 
nomic mines be closed, adjusting 
a freight rate on coal, enforced 
recognition of miners' constitu- 
tional rights and violation-proof 
wage agreements. These things 
will help, but they will not mul- 
tiply the demand for soft coal or 
bring about, a reduction in the 
surplus of miners.
